An incident in which insufficient or conflicting evidence of the event precludes 
assigning another category

 Participated in 3 Runway Safety Broadcasts from FAA Production Studios on runway incursion 
causes/prevention and human factors. 

 

 Developed an Air Traffic Manager’s Guide to assist in conducting local runway safety action team 
meetings, which included instructions for completing an action plan. 

 

 Provided Runway Safety familiarization training to all RVA Federal Contract Tower Managers, held in
